CULTURE 


For best results, plant your Epiphyllums 
in a semi-shady location in a mixture of 1/3 
good sandy loam and 2/3 well rotted oak 
leatmold. Add 1 teaspoon of bonemeal 
iow the =soil-=mixiure tor @ O-inch pot’ and 


proportionately more for larger containers. 


Give them a heavy dressing of steer 
fertilizer in February and a light top- 
dressing of a good commercial fertilizer 
in August. 


Keep them moderately moist, varying 
with the seasons, and be sure that their 


drainage is good.
